I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1952.

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year,  and  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infeotious  disease.  1952  was 
a  year  with  few  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and  call  for  little  comment. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  undue  importance  should  not  be  attached  to 
rates  based  on  very  small  numbers. 

In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  there  is  lack  of  adequate  water 
supply  of  good  quality,  and  in  some  areas  there  is  shortage  during  dry 
periods.  The  Main  Scheme  for  supply  of  water  to  the  district  made  good 
progress  and  the  Council  took  possession  of  the  Briantspuddle  source  which 
will  eventually  be  used  to  supply  the  district. 

A  total  of  159  houses  were  built  during  the  year  and  of  these  130 
were  Council  houses.  The  number  of  applicants  on  the  list  for  Council 
houses  is  being  reduced,  and  although  it  can  be  said  that  the  peak  has  been 
passed  the  demand  for  adequate  housing  will  exist  for  some  years. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  a  new  water  supply  was  made  available  for  Morden, 
when  the  extension  of  the  Fain  for  the  Bloxworth  supply  was  completed. 

The  Council  took  over  the  Briantspuddle  source  and  the  supply  system 
to  Aff puddle,  Turnerspuddle  and  Bere  Regis.  Work  commenced  on  the  scheme 
for  the  Winfrith  supply  in  July. 

Only  those  parts  of  the  district  which  are  supplied  by  Public  Water 
Undertakings  and  the  Affpuddle  and  Briantspuddle  areas,  can  be  regarded 
as  having  reasonably  adequate  water  supplies  for  all  modern  requirements. 
The  Harman’s  Cross  -  Valley  Road  area  where  there  is  housing  development 
along  the  Corfe  Castle  to  Swanage  road  and  which  is  partly  in  the  parishes 
of  Langton  Matravers,  Worth  Matravers  and  Corfe  Castle,  and  the  Glebe 
Estate  of  20  houses  at  Studland  are  the  parts  of  the  district  in  which 
water  shortage  is  acutely  felt  in  dry  periods. 

The  smaller  village  piped  supplies  are  variable  in  quality  and 
quantity,  difficult  to  supervise,  and  cannot  be  regarded  as  wholly  satis¬ 
factory.  The  majority  of  the  old  wells  in  the  district  are  poorly  con¬ 
structed  and  yield  water  of  doubtful  quality.  Approximately  47  per  cent 
of  samples  taVen  from  the  wells  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
classed  as  unsatisfactory,  3  per  cent  as.  suspicious,  50  per  cent  as  satis¬ 
factory.  An  adequate  piped  supply  of  water  to  those  areas  not  now  served 
by  a  public  supply  is  urgently  needed.

Matravers  ;  s  o'  mu  ch  of ~t he  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an 
imaginary  straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the 
parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by  north  and 
terminating  at  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Sturminster 
Marshall,  and  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin  as  lies  to  the 
east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards  to  the  west  of 
the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham. 

Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply:  The  parish  of  Langton  Matravers 
and  the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Supply:  The  parish  of  West  Lulworth. 


PUBLIC  PIPED  SUPPLIES 


The  following  areas  in  the  district  have  public  piped  supplies  :~ 

Affpuddle,  Turnerspuddle  and  a  part  of  Bore  Regis  from  the  Briantspuddle 
source  acquired  by  the  Rural  District  Council.  The  water  is  derived 
from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddle  and  is  untreated. 

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Bestwall  Area  and  a  few  houses  in  Worgret,  from  the  Wareham  Borough 
Council ’ s  supply. 

Bloxworth ,  Church  Knowle  and  Morden  are  each  supplied  from  local  sources 
by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District 
CounciT’V  supply. 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk-' from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 
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Upton,  Lytchett  Minster,  Organford  and  Sandford,  from  Poole  Corporation. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lul worth  and  Coombe  Keynes,  from  the  Lulworth  Castle 
Estate  supply. 


VILLAGE  PIPED  SUPPLIES  PRIVATELY  OWED 


Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  and 
the  water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Kingston,  Kimmeridge,  Wool  and  Winfrith  villages  have  small  piped  gravity 
supplies  from  surface  springs.  The  water  is  untreated  and  the  results 
of  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies 
are  variable.  In  the  case  of  the  Kingston  supply,  chlorination  of  the 
water  has  been  recommended. 

Studland  village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on  neigh¬ 
bouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give  consistent 
highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  very 
limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months.

NEW  SUPPLIES  and  extensions  provided 


Bloxworth  and  Morden 


The  extension  of  the  Lain  from  the  Bloxworth  supply  to  Morden 
was  completed,  and  a  supply  for  Morden  became  available  in  June  1952. 


PROPOSED  NEVT  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  Scheme

This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  cf  water  from  the  Bladen  Estate’s 
borehole  at  Briantspuddle,  to  all  parts  of  the  district  not  already 
served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  undertaking. 

The  Council  took  over  the  source  at  Briantspuddle  on  the  1st. 
January  1952,  and  continue  to  supply  parts  of  Aff puddle,  Turnerspuddle 
and  Bere  Regis.  Farm  supplies  have  been  metered. 

The  Comprehensive  Scheme  to  supply  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural 
District  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
in  November,  1952.  The  Minister  has  intimated  that  he  will  hold  a 
local  investigation  as  soon  as  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the 
reservoir  sites  are  complete. 


TEMPORARY  distri ct  village  schemes 

These  schemes  are  for  the  supply  of  water  to  areas  from  local 
sources  until  the  water  becomes  available  from  the  main  Briantspuddle 
source,  and  are  planned  so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installation 
and  the  distributing  mains  can  be  used  when  the  main  scheme  is  developed. 

Acton(Langton  Mat ravers ) ,  and  Studland. 

The  proposed  schemes  for  the  supply  of  these  areas  are  in  abeyance 
until  water  is  available  from  the  Main  Scheme.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  Langton  Matra- 
vers  and  West  Lulworth,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestwall  areas  of  the 
Parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin.  Particulars  of  these  sewerage  systems 

are  given  on  page  10. 

Apart  from  small  sewerage  systems  to  some  groups  of  Council  houses, 
there  has  been  no  new  work  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  or  additions 
to  existing  works  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  on  the  schemes  for  sewerage  at 
Briantspuddle ,  and  the  joint  scheme  for  the  Upton  area  of  the  Rural 
District  and  neighbouring  parts  of  the  Borough  of  Poole,  in  the  not  very 
distant  future ;  but  at  present  there  seems  little  prospect  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  Wool  and  Corfe  Castle  schemes  being  proceeded  with  for  some  time 
to  come.  Undoubtedly,  a  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Corfe  Castle, 
which  has  had  a  main  water  supply  for  about  thirty  years,  is  long  overdue. 

Most  of  the  older  cottages  and  houses  in  the  district  have  pail 
closets,  the  contents  of  which  are  disposed  of  by  digging  into  the  gardens, 
whilst  the  newer  houses  are  invariably  provided  with  water  closets  and 
cesspools.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in  all  villages  in  the  district 
in  properly  disposing  of  wastes  from  water  closets,  sinks  and  baths,  and 
much  of  the  drainage  finds  its  way  to  convenient  ditches  or  streams.

Full  use  is  made  of  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  service  which 
is  available  for  all  parts  of  the  district  at  a  charge  of  15s. Od  per 
cesspool  emptied. 

This  service  has  greatly  reduced  the  once  common  nuisance  duo  to 
overflowing  cesspools.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Regular  fortnightly  clearance  of  refuse  bins  is  carried  out  through 
out  the  year  in  all  parts  of  the  Rural  District.  The  two  vehicles 
engaged  on  this  service  are  now  working  to  capacity. 

The  price  of  baled  paper  has  dropped  considerably,  but  the  Council 
still  manage  to  make  a  small  profit  out  of  the  materials  salvaged. 

The  refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  District  is  disposed  in  a  large 
disused  gravel  pit  on  an  isolated  heathland  site.  There  has  been  no 
complaint  of  nuisance  of  rat  infestation  arising  from  the  site.

During  the  year  notification  was  received  from  the  County  Food  and 
Drug  Authority  of  two  samples  of  milk  taken  at  Dairy  farms  in  the  district 
which  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  In  each  case  a  small  amount 
of  the  milk  produced  was  being  retailed  raw,  but  the  bulk  of  the  milk  was 
sent  to  a  pasteurising  establishment.  Informal  action  was  taken  to  ensure 
that  all  the  milk  produced  at  the  farms  was  pasteurised,  until  the  final 
report  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  had  certified  the  milk  from  the  cows  in  the  herd  as  being 
non-tuberculous . 

In  the  case  of  one  dairy  herd  comprising  33  cows,  the  final  vetor inary 
report  stated  that  two  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
and  in  the  other  case  of  a  dairy  herd  comprising  28  cows,  it  stated  that 
one  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.

Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhou s e,  Upton 

As  a  result  of  representations  made  to  the  Council  regarding  the 
slaughtering  conditions  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  at 
Palmerston  Road,  Upton,  the  slaughterhouse  was  inspected  during  actual 
killing  operations  by  a  sub-committee  on  23rd.  July,  1952. 

Although  satisfied  of  the  personal  integrity  of  the  slaughtermen 
the  sub-committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  considering  the  large  number 
of  animals  killed  and  the  available  accommodation  of  the  premises,  it  was 
impracticable  to  secure  the  humane  slaughter  of  animals  as  required  by 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Consequently,  representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  to 
improve  and  enlarge  the  existing  premises  or  alternatively  to  close  the 
slaughterhouse.  As  a  result  of  this  action  the  Ministry  of  Food  have 
intimated  their  intention  of  closing  the  slaughterhouse  at  the  close  of 
the  peak  killing.

Generally  speaking,  as  has  been  noted  ever  since  the  war,  there 
has  been  very  little  work  done  on  the  repair,  maintenance  and  recon¬ 
struction  of  older  houses  in  the  district,  as  there  is  no  inducement 
to  property  owners  to  do  this  work#  Only  one  house  was  improved 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act  1949,  and  there 
was  only  one  application  for  an  improvement  grant  under  this  section 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  not  approved. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  1283  houses  in  the  district 
had  been  surveyed.  The  results  of  the  survey  show  that  56  per  cent 
of  the  houses  were  fit  for  human  habitation  or  had  minor  defects  only, 

9  per  cent  required  structural  alterations  or  repairs,  10  per  cent  re¬ 
quired  reconditioning  and  25  per  cent  were  found  to  require  demolition. 

The  demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  two  houses,  and  an 
undertaking  not  to  use  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  was 
accepted  in  respect  of  one  house.  Two  houses  were  demolished  during 
the  year  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders.  Nine  ex-War  Department 
huts  on  camp  sites  were  either  demolished  or  discontinued  for  use  for 
human  habitation.  In  addition  the  Council  was  in  a  position  to  de¬ 
requisition  four  houses  during  the  year. 

The  Council's  housing  programme  made  excellent  progress  during 
1952.  A  total  of  130  houses  were  completed,  which  is  the  highest 
number  in  any  year  since  the  war. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  houses  at  the  end 
of  the  year  had  fallen  by  48  to  566.  The  demand  for  housing  is  great¬ 
est  in  the  parishes  of  Wool,  Wareham  St.  Martin,  Lytchett  Minster, 
'Lytchett  Matravers  and  Corfe  Castle  -  in  that  order.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  Particulars  of  infectious  diseases  notified  are  given 
in  the  tables  which  follow. 

Apart  from  nine  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  amongst  persons  normally 
resident  in  the  district,  there  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  :  Two  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  with  paralysis, 

occurred  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the  district  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year.  Both  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
and  later  transferred  to  Orthopaedic  hospital  for  further  treatment.  There 
were  no  unusual  features  in  connection  with  these  cases  which  call  for 
comment. 

Paratyphoid  Fever:  The  one  case  notified  (age  11  years)  was  a  pupil  at  a 
large  residential  school.  The  pupil  fell  ill  on  the  7th.  day  after  re¬ 
turning  to  school  from  the  Easter  holiday,  and  was  admitted  to  the  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  hospital  where  a  diagnosis  of  paratyphoid  B  fever  was  made 
as  a  result  of  a  Vidal  test.  This  was  confirmed  by  isolation  of  the 
organism  from  the  faeces.  Enquiries  revealed  that  three  cases  of  para¬ 
typhoid  B  fever  were  notified  about  the  same  time  in  and  about  the  town 
where  the  pupil  stayed  during  the  holidays.  Cultures  from  all  the  four 
cases  belonged  to  the  same  Vi-phage  type.  As  it  seemed  probable  from  the 
history  of  the  case  that  the  infection  was  contracted  outside  the  district 
no  samples  were  taken  for  examination  from  the  staff  and  pupils  at  the 
school.  Advice  was  given  as  to  the  hygienic  precautions  to  be  taken  and 
the  school  was  kept  under  supervision.  Moore's  swabs  placed  in  the  sewer 
from  the  school  remained  negative,  and  no  further  cases  occurred  at  the 
school. 

Dysentery:  Four  unconnected  cases  were  notified  and  in  all  Shigella  Sonnei 

were  isolated  from  the  faeces. 

Food  Poisoning:  Two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Samples  of  faeces  were  submitted  from  all  members  of  the  household  in  both 
cases,  but  proved  negative.  No  sample  of  suspected  food  was  available  for 
examination. 

Measles  and  IThooping  Cough:  The  number  of  cases  notified  were  fewer, 

following  the  high  incidence  of  these  diseases  in  the  preceding  year  when 
223  cases  of  measles  and  145  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.
